Moscow provides the funds to send 
out her literature but our Bible must 
be sent out by all peoples of the demo 
cratic nations, Last year 22,229,000 
Holy Scriptures were distributed by 
these Bible Societies. 

The Bible Society sells Bibles and 
bases their price on whatever the 
native can afford to pay. This is less 
than one-half of the cost of each book. 
The remainder must come from dona¬ 
tions of the Christian people of all 
churches. 

$1.00 will put a complete Bible in¬ 
to the hands of a Native in Lndia. 
25? will put one Testament into the 
hands of a non believer in Malaya. 
Other work of the Bible Societies are 
to: Issue heavily subsidized Braille 
Scriptures in 27 languages that the 
blind may read the Word of God. 
Present pocket New' Testaments to 
the men in our armed forces wherever 
they serve. 

This work Is really remarkable, for 
since 1804 the Society has circulated 
approximately six hundred million 
volumes of scripture.
